Strawberries hgve been ripening 
for some time and according to the 
yellds received there is no doubt that 
June bearing varieties, eepecially) Pre- 
mier and Senator Dunlap, are’ much 
better than any of the ever-bearers, 
The most promising ever-bearer 1s 
the Gem. Among the 40 new arie- 
ties being tested Laurier seems to be 
the most promising. It is an tntro- 
duction from the. Central Experiment- 
al Farm at Ottawa. The Berry ts of 
fair size, very firm and outstanding 
for preserving. 

Raspberries are just beginning to 
ripen, “Latham” ripened first this 
year while the variety “Chief” has 
proven to be especially hardy, 

The Brilliant red clusters of ripe 
Nanking cherries are attracting much 
attention, This fruit is one of the 
most popular on the farm, and promi- 
ses to become more generally used in 
the home orchards. 

The Saskatoon hedges and shelters 
are yellding well, The white Saska- 
toon which are always or special in- 


terest to visitors have produced heavy ; 


crops this year. 

The nut crop gives promise of being 
the heaviest in the history of the Sta- 
tion, providing losses from hail or 
other unforseen couses do not occur. 


THE FARM WATER SUPPLY 


An average farm family and 25 
head of live stock require more than 
two tons of water per day, If this 
water is obtained from a well or cis- 
tern, the problem of pumping it is of 
considerable importance. 

On many farms the source of the 
water is at some distance from the 
house, and the task of keeping the 
house supplied is one of the main 
chores. 

There are a number of inexpenive 
methods of bringing water to the 
house. A supply tank may be con- 
structed from which the water will 
flow by gravity to the faucets or a 
pressure tank can be obtainéd to force 

er into the house . 

me sourse of power is required. 
ere an engine is used, it is a com- 

ratively simple matter to build a 
storage tank in the attic and pump 
water into it, From this point the 
water may be piped to the kitchen 
and bathroom. On many farms the 
windmill is used to pump water, and 
the resourceful farmer can easily de- 
vise ways and means of putting water 
into the house using the wind’s power. 

Elaborate faucets and fixtures are 
unnecessary, but the presence of 
water in the house is not only a great 
labour saver, but will promote health 
and comfort for the entire family.

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CHOOSING THE NEW CAMERA

For sharp pictures of fast-moving vacation-time games, you'll need a 
camera with high shutter speeds. A fast lens is helpful, too, when light 
conditions are adverse. 


BOUT this time of year —and 

especially with vacations in the 
offing—many of us feel the need of 
a finer camera, with greater picture- 
taking ability. 

A fine camera is about as easy to 
operate as any other, once you are 
familiar with it, But there is a differ- 
ence in usefulness between the finer 
camera and the inexpensive model. 
Under adverse conditions, especially 
on dull days or with moving sub- 
jects, the inexpensive camera is 
handicapped. It may fail to get the 
very picture you want most, But 
under the same conditions, the fine 
camera performs capably—insuring 
good pictures within much wider 
limits, 

In choosing your finer camera, 
consider these points carefully, so 
that you can select a mode) which 
exactly fits your  picture-taking 
needs:

has a precision shutter with high 
speeds. A shutter speed of 1/400 or 
1/500 second is needed for sports 
and fast action shots; 1/200 for mod- 
erate action; and 1/100 for snaps of 
slow action or. subjects such as 
babies or pets which may move sud- 
denly and unexpectedly. 

Some camera shutters:-now have 
built-in self-timer devices, which en- 
able you to appear in pictures taken 
by yourself. Naturally, the self-timer 
is‘an advantage in a vacation or fam- 
ily camera. 

Now for picture size. If you ex- 
pect to have your pictures finished 
as contact prints for album use, 
don’t choose a camera that takes too 
small a picture, If, however, you 
plan to make enlargements, it’s safe 
to pick a camera in the “miniature” 
group. And, if you want to take full- 
color transparency pictures, for 
large-size projection on a. home 
screen, a miniature camera is just 
what you need. 

It’s wise to obtain your finer cam- 
era well in advance of your vacation, 
and practice using it, Since these 
fine cameras are precision instru- 
ments, gee that yours receives prop- 
er care, If treated well, such a cam- 
era will give long and meritorious 
servi¢e—service that far outweighs 
its cost. Just ask the camera hob- 
byist who owns one!

The contest staged in an open air 
arena in the heart of the “Dam City” 
attraeted 2,500 paid customers, Bayley 
who hailed from Victoria, B.C, was 
22 years of age, wefghed in at 130 
pounds, while Allen, of Ottawa, 25 
years of age, weighed in at 1274 
pounds . The bout went the full 15 
reunds with referee Burns declaring 
Bayley the winner and new champion, 

It was a case of a clever fighter 
geing down to defeat to a rugged bat. 
tier. The decision tor Bayley met 


with the hearty- approval of the fans, 


At the time this bout was the most 
important ever promoted in the Do- 
minion, and turned out to be one of 
the most interesting. Allen had the 
better of the affair up to the 10th 
reund, He had Bayley’s face puffed

On that day, Bassano was a min- 
ature goldfield, as shell and con games 
were in progress throughout the af- 
ternoon, A special train carried 
most of the Calgary fans, arriving well 
onTy the afternoon, while another con” 
tingent of enthusiasts arrived on the 
the regular train at 6 p,m. : 

_ Fred Oliver and Cyclone Scott were 
Bayley’s seconds, while Kid Lucas, 
then of Seattle, but now a Calgary 
city fireman was in Allen’s corner. 
The same gloves that Jack Johnson 
and [Tommy Burns used in their Aus- 
tralian heavyweight championship 
fight were worn, The air was cool 
with conditions satisfactory.
